I 11. Beſide the danger we are in from that party in Enz/and,we are nt without the reach 
of hazard from the Malignant party;whoſe inveterate malice againſt the work of God holds 
them on to purſue the ſame deſigns hicherto by the bleſsing of God diſappointed.
